William S. Campbell testified that at this elec-
tion he kept at No. 414 S. Second street the
Plough Hotel; Robert Nazareuemoved from No.
126 Pine street, last June, to Seventh street,
above Pine; Frank Newcome moved from the
same place about the same time. (They were
both asse.-se-d there and on the voters' list.)
Two New York thieves voted on these names.

Edwin Maior. No. 417 S. Second street, testi
fied that he kept the Pennsylvania Hotel this
election; he registered himself there on Septem-
ber 28 as from New Orleaus; he left the morning
alter the election. - (He was assessed on the
extra list, and waa on tne voters' list )

William H. Porter testified that he was Re
publican inspector ot the Seventh division of
tne Kieventri waro; Kept tne nst or taxaoies:
sometimes did not have an opportunity to find
the names: sometimes would cnaueuge a man.
